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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not pursuasive. The 
combination of Elassaad and Porterfield shows a semiconductor device comprising a plurality of repeaters. Each of the repeater 
comprises two inverters connected in series. Kumamoto teaches that if the first inverter is larger than the second inverter (element 6 is 
made larger than element 9, see col. 5, lines 20-30) the combination will detect and amplify the input signal precisely at high speed 
(Abstract). Therefore the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is proper. 
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
